One of tho chiefs made bitter complaints of 
ill treatment audrobbary agaiust one of the 
agents. 
When the interpreter came to 


render this he represented the Indian assay, 
ing that the agent had boon their host frioml 
and had iu all ways protected their interests 
and dealt honestly by them; that charges 
had been made agaiust him, but they were 
not true, and that tho Indians desired him 
retained, and would be very sorry to have' 
him removed. Tonight Bishop Hare,mission- 
ary bishop of the Episcopal church,the board 
of Indian commissioners,some citizens of Ne- 
braska and Wyoming, with tho commission- 
er of Indian affairs, aro consulting as to tho 
best course to pursue in- regard to tho In- 
dians represented by tho chiefs now hero. 
To meet the ti-oublo with the interpreters, 
both Ited Cloud and Spotted Tail have 
brought their own interpreters, and through 
thorn they insist that they shall be given an 
opportunity to talk fully with the President 
and inform him of the ill-treatment and dis- 
honesty of the agents to their tribes. 
They 


insist that th«ir sufferings from hunger lust 
Winter were such us they will never endure 
on any reservation again. Bed Cloud says 
that if he is not taken to see the President 
soon, he will go up and call upon him unin- 
vited. 
They are f ally convinced that tho 


commissioner of Indian affairs is working to 
prevent them from telling their whole story. 
They say that they have only come to sot 
forth their wrongs ; that in a council of all 
their tribes before leaving it was understood 
that no negotiations in regard to the Black 
Hills should be entered into, and that none 
should be at any time until after the wrongs 
they have been subjected to aro righted and 
tho promises of tho government to them 
fully redeemed.

For nearly a week tho farm- 
ers aud lumbermen in tho valley have doao 
scarcely anything but tight fire, and despite 
their efforts several buildings, largo quanti- 
ties of timber, bark aud wood and miles of 
fences have beeu burned. 
Two large saw 


mills have been destroyed, and from tho 
heavy fires visible in localities whero other 
mills are situated, it is thought that others, 
have boon burned.
